14 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

17 A PERSON MAY NOT TRANSPORT AN ANIMAL IN THE PASSENGER

18 COMPARTMENT OF A VEHICLE UNLESS THE ANIMAL ISRESTRAINED OR CONFINED
19 IN A HUMANE AND SECURE FASHION SO THAT THE ANIMAL CANNOT:

20 (1) OBSTRUCT THE VIEW OF THE DRIVER TO THE FRONT, SIDES, OR
21 REAR OF THE VEHICLE; OR

22 (2 INTERFERE WITH THE DRIVER'S CONTROL OF THE VEHICLE.
